indicates ^at someone did drive 
Oswald away from the scene" of the 
shooting at Gen. Edwin Walker in his 
home on Turtle Creek Boulevard in 
April. 1063. but be saw no reason to sus- 
pect De Morenschildt as some investi- 
gators have. 

The FBI, Epstein speculates, was sus- 
picious Oswald was photographing the 
names of cities in Russia, Cuba and 
China while working on secret Army 
aerial map projects at Jaggars-Chiles- 
Stoval in Dallas in 1962. The Dallas firm 
did classified work for the Army Map 
Service and in the fall of 1962 was set- 
ting t>T)e for the names of Cuban cities 
during the missile crisis. 

The FBI showed employees of the 
typesetting firm a small pouch Oswald 
used for. carrying his small camera into 
the firm. Epstein said, but they never 
passed on their suspicions' to the War- 
ren Commission. He said the FBI appar- 
ently didn't turn over matters to the 
Warren Commission and they wefe not 
asked for.
